Horrors of the Disaster at the Wortley 
Charity Bazaar.

FOUR CHILDREN FATALLY BURNED AND 
TWENTY TAKEN TO THE INFIRMARY. 


The Dresses of Some of the Children Catch 
Fire While in the Dressing-Room—Des- 
titution in London and Glasgow— 
Alarming Financial Condition of Portu- 


gal—Foreign News. 


Lonpox, Jan 2.—Further particulars re- 
ceived to-day from Wortley, near Leeds ,show 
that the terrible scenes witnessed at the 
school fete there were not exaggerated, 
though the cause of the disaster was not the 
falling of a string of Chinese lanterns, as 
at first supposed. The school fete referred 
to was a charity bazaar held under the 
auspices of the Parish of Wortley. The build- 
ing used for the fete was the church school 
adjoining the Wortley Episcopal Church. 
Part of the programme of the bazaar attrac- 
tions was a series of tableaux vivants, in 
which a number of young girls and boys of 
the parish took part. For this display 
@ small stage was erected in the school- 
room and to the right of the stage and 
opening upon it was a room used as a dress- 
ing-room or green-room by the children, who 
had for weeks past been preparing for and 
looking forward to the event which was to re- 
sult in such a terrible final. Inside the dress- 
ing-room, just before the disaster, a crowd of 
joyous children» were gathered, all the 
girls of the party being in 
light gauzy attire, and many of them 
covered in addition with cotton wool used to 
epresent snow. In addition several of the 
*hildren carried, dangling on sticks, also over 
heir heads, lighted Chinese lanterns. The 
ableaux vivant, then preparing, was in- 
ended to symbolize the winter frolics of the 
‘Mummers’’ in days gone by. 

A TERRIBLE 8CENE. 

The parents and friends of the children 
were assembled in the schoo:-room, forming 
a happy, chatting audience, prepared,to ad- 
mire andapplaud everything said or Gone by 
their dear ones. Suddenly shrieks: of terror 
issued from the little dressing-room, and 
the audience sprang in alarm from their seats, 
he male portion of the assemblage 
naking a rush for the school-room stage. 
fhe gentlemen were horror stricken to see 
quite a number of children rush upon the 
stage with their costumes on fire. In a mo- 
ment the alr was filled with cries of terror 
from the children and from the ladies 
n the audience, many of whom 
hen knew their little daughters to be 
ndangerof death. Several ladies fainted, 
thus adding considerably to the confusion. 
The gentlemen promptly seized the burning 
children, threw them upon the stage and 
smothered the flames which enveloped their 
garments with the curtains, mats, window 
blinds—anything they could lay hands 
upon in the emergency. Several 
of the gentlemen tore off their 
coats and used them to save the lives of the 
panic stricken children. While the little 
ones were being rescued, shrieks of terror 
and groans of agony rang throughout the 
muilding, the horror of the dis- 
ister being: almost beyond description.

“Over, 

CAUSE OE THE DISASTER. 

An investigation into the cause of the 
disaster shows that while tne chil- 
dren were gathered in the dressing 
room preparatory to making their ap- 
pearance on the stage, one of fhe 
little girls, who was playing with 
alightedlamp accidentally set fire to her 
clothes. She uttered acry of terror, tried to 
extinguish the flames with her hands and 
rushed toward the door leading into the 
stage. Hercries and the sight of the flames 
caused a panic among the other children, 
who also made a rush forthe door mentioned. 
The result was that a crowd of children were 
crushed around the child, whose clothes 
were already in flames, and thereby ignated 
the clothing of two or three other children. 


Portugal’s Financial Condition. 
LISBON, Jan. 2.—Statistics just published 
concerning Portugpese finances are of an 
alarming character. The debt of Portugal 
has increased 400 per cent in the past forty 
years and the Government expenses have in- 
creased 500 percent. The revenue has only 
trebled meantime and the annual deficit has 
become fourteen times greater than at the 
beginning of the period named.

Destitution in London and Glasgow. 
LONDON, Jan. 2.—The severe weather is at- 
tended in London by an unusual amount of 
destitution, the number of persons seeking 
refuge nightly in the casual wards being 
greater than for several winters past. Coal 
is reaching such prices in Glasgow that the 
poorer quarters of the city are suffering for 
wantof it. The dealers who have consider- 
able stocks are in some instances holding 
back for higher prices, and appalling cases of 
destitution and suffering are reported by the 
‘ithorities, who find themselves over- 
elmed with applications for relief, which, 
ingto the scarcity of fuel on account of 
2 railway strike, they have been unable to 
lequately deal with. It is hoped, that ds 
i@ strike seems to be breaking up, the con- 
tion of affairs will soon be ameliorated.

BosTON, Mass., Jan. 2.—The patients inocu- 
lated yesterday with the Koch lymph are all 
doing well and experienced no great discom- 
fort at any time subsequent to the injections. 
In. no case did the temperature rise above 102, 
and some not so high. 
ical cases that the temperature was highest.

There for Their Last 
Great Fight. 


NO AVENUES OF ESCAPE, ALL BEING 
CLOSED BY THE TROOPS.

Carr’s Command Joins Gen. Brooke’s 
Forces+A Hollow Square Being 
Formed Around the Hostiles—Narrow 
Escape of the Seventh Infantry—The 
First Battle. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.—Gen. Schofield 
this morning received atelegram from Gen. 
Miles, dated at Pine Ridge Agency, Jan. l, 
saying that 8,000 Indians, men, women and 
children and including about 600 bucks, are 
now encamped in a section of the Bad Lands 
about fifteen miles from the Pine Ridge 
Agency, and there is almost a cordon of 
troops around them. Gen. Miles announces 
that he hopes to be able to induce the 
hostiles to surrender without a struggle. 
The #pot where they are encamped, he 
describes as somewhat like the Lava beds of 
California, where the Modocs made their final 
fight. Itis an excellent position fron an 
Indian standpoint, but there are no. avenues 
of escape, all having been closed by the 
troops. Gen. Miles says the Indians have 
gathered some cattle and provisions and ap- 
pear to be determined to make their fight for 
supremacy at this point. He says he will 
make another effort to get them back to the 
agency without bloodshed, and in order to 
do so he has established regular siege 
around this stronghold. / VY 

SURROUNDING THE HOSTILES. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, Jan. 2.—The eight 
companies of the Second Infantry, ordered 
out by Gen. Miles, under command of Gen. 
Brooke and Staff, will strike Beaver Creek. 
From there they will swing out intoas longa 
line as practicable. thus forming the western 


and partof the northern side of a hollow 
square, Which it now seems it has been de- 
cided to form about the hostiles. Carr’s 
command has arrived at Wounded Knee,near 
the point where the battle took place, which 
is six miles east of Porcupine Butte, 
or about sixteen miles northeast of here, at 
Wounded Knee Post-office. Thus it seems 
that Carr’s command Is to constitute the east 
and north sides of the square. From the ex- 
pression upon the faces of the officers and 
men as they pulled out through the snow and 
bitter cold it was evident that they did not 
relish Gen. Miles’ order. Three companies of 
the First Infantry from San Francisco have 
already arrived, and six more are expected 
to-day to replace the second. A scout came 
in Neapebe and reported that the main body 
of the hostiles had moved back twelve miles 
from the agency and toward the Bad Lands 
on the north, 
A WILD WAR DANCE. 

Another arrived last evening, and reported 
the Indians ifdulging in a wild war dance 
only eight miles from here. A party of In- 
dians and scouts, who visited the scene of 
Monday’s battle, found nine Indians who 
were wounded in the fight stillalive. Two of 
them had been to a log hut neaf by and were 
being cared for by asquaw that had remained 
behind. The. other seven, all of whom were 
found lying in guilies, remote from the bat- 
tlefield, had survived the blizzard without 
any attention of any kind. Two were bucks 
and the other five were squaws. There was 
scarcely life enough left in any of the seven 
to thank the scouts for bringing them in, but 
they did so, and they are now with the others 
in the Episcopal Church. In addition to the 
nine adults found, two tiny Indian babies, 
neither of them over three months’ old, were 
found alive, each beside the dead body of its 
mother. They were well wrapped up, but 
how they ever survived the fearful weather 
of the last forty-eight hours seems a miracle. 
The little innocents were :brought to the 
er, and found friends in the wives of some 
of the Indian scouts. Of the thirty-five 
wounded Indians brought in after the 
battle, near! all of whom were 
squaws, an children, not one 
has as yet died, though many of them are 
badly mangled with bullets. The rear guard 
of the party of charity-doing scouts that went 
out on their search for wounded Indians, 
were forced to exchange several shots with 
some of the roving hostiles. After the late 
battle the Indian scouts went over the field 
and picked up all the disabled hostiles they 
could find before the troops were compelled 
to hurry in here and _. 0»protect’ the 
agency, from the uprising that occurred, 
as previously described. The Indian scout 
that fell at Wounded Knee was given 
amilitary burial yesterday by his comrades 
under command of Lieut. Taylor, Rev. Mr. 
Cook presiding. The snow storm that has 
been raging for twenty-four hours has ceased. 
The weather is warmer, andas a result the 
vigilant outlook for asurprise by the hostiles, 
which was allowed to lapse during the war of 
elements, has been resumed. None of the 


‘wounded soldiers are any worse, and most of 


them seem a little better. 
A STARTLING REPORT. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 2.—A startling dispatch 
was received from Pine Ridge last night, in 
which it is stated that 3,000 Indians left there 
and are now believed to be on the war path. 
All well armed and supplied with ammuni- 
tion, the redskins have no provisions and 
will have toresort to foraging. The military 
force at Pine ‘Ridge and _ vicinity 
com prises a part of the Second 
Infantry, four troops of the Ninth 
Cavalry, eight troops of the Seventh Cavalry 
and Capron’s Battery of Light Artillery. In 
the field about Pine Ridge are three com- 

nies of the First Infantry,a part of the 

inth Regiment of Cavalry and a part ofthe 
Second Infantry; to the north and within 
striking distance a part of the Eighth Cavalry 
and the whole of the Sixth Cavalry. 


GEN. BROOKE NOT RELIEVED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.—Gen. Schofield 
said this morning that there is no truth in the 
report telegraphed from the West that Gen. 
ke had been relieved from his command 
at Pine Ridge. 

‘*Gen. Miles,’’ he added, ‘‘has charge ofthe 
campaign and as it has _ progressed 
he .has_ stationed himself at the 
most convenient ints for. general 
communication with his forces. At first he 
remained at Chicago, where he had almost 
unlimited means for eg tee eG Then he 
moved his headquarters, first to St. Paul and 
then to Rapid City, so as to get the quickest 
word possible to, the whole body of troops 
moving in from all directions. Finally, when 
the concentration has so far progressed 
as to bring the forces within a 
comparatively small compass, he has moved 
again to Pine Ridge and now has command 
as before, of the entire body of troops, but at 
the point of concentration,’’ 

This scheme, Gén. Schofield says, was ren- 
dered necessary by the conditions -which re- 
quired the congregation of forces from. so 
many points and over such t dis- 
tances. Gen. Brooke, who been 
on the field while Gen. Miles has 
been mgeenveeay: this way to t to 
Pine Ridge simultaneously with the bulk of 
the troops, has now left that int for some 
other place on the scene of action and oe: 
bly has cnerge ofa section of the forces, 
Gen. Schofield attributes the rumor toa pop- 
ular misinterpretation of a military Mmove- 
ment that is very easily explained.

~ BURIAL OF THE SOLDIERS. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, 8. D., Jan. 2.—Gen. 
Miles yesterday assumed command of the 
aot forces here, relieving Gen. Brooke. 
The latter at once went into the field with the 
Second Infantry, by way of Oelrichs, toa 
point fifteen miles north of here. 

The burial of the thirty brave soldiers who 
fell in the Wounded ee Creek engage- 
ment took place yesterday during one 
of the severest. winter storms that 
ever Visited this s@ction, At 2 o’clock the 
sad cortege, headed by Gen. Forsythe and 
Maj. Whitesides, wended its way to the little 
cemetery onthe créstof the hill near the 
Agency. Details from companies A, B, D, E, 
Kand F ofthe Sevefith Cavairy formed the 

escort. Rev. Dr. Cook readthe burial ser- 
vice. The customa salute of guns fired 
over the graves was omitted owing to the 
critical condition of affairs here. 
BATTLE OF WOUBDED KNEE CREEK. 
PINE RIDGE AGENCY, Jan. 2,—A correspond- 
ent, who was an eye-witness of the tight at 

Wounded Knee Creek between Big Foot’s 
| band and the Seventh Cavalry, sends the fol- 
lowing description of the battle: 

Scarcely had the work of disarming the In- 
dians began when some ofthe ghost dancers 
began swaying and singing their ghost chant, 
while the medicine man began to make medl- 
cine. A handful of dist was thrown Into the 
air; the Indians lea totheir feetand began 
pouring their deadly fire into the faces of the 
astounded soldiers, not more than 
twenty feet away. The crash of 
the first volley had died away when it was 
echoed by the return volley of the soldiers, 
and the slaughter began. There was norun- 
ning, no stampede, no flinching for twenty 
minutes. It was one deafening crash, one 
blaze of musketry, one boom, boom; boom of 
the rapeey fe cannons. It was bullets 
past the head, between the knees, through 
the clothing and all through the heads and 
hearts of many. Then the remnants ofthe 
enemy, broke and ran, a bunch of about fif- 
teen, mainly women and children, escaping 
to a ravine close by. Whocan picture the 
scene, who ers ords the hell from 
which one er ? It nuparallieled in the 
history of Indian wars.

135 Indians, while fifty women and children 
lay writhing with the agony of their wounds, 
over one hundred and sixty-fiVe human be- 
ings being dead in that small space and 
ninety wounded. Such results of an hour 
anda half fighting between -such forces is 
almost beyond belief. Indians from Pine 
Ridge who had heard the boomof the cannon 
dashed in and carried off the small party 
hid in the ravine, very nearly cutting off and 
killing Capt. Jackson and his party of twenty 
men who were trying to dislodge this party. 
Capt. George D. Wallace was killed at the 
door of a tepee, being struck by two bullets 
in the leg, one through the stomach, and one 
over the right eye, and hit witha hatchet on 
top of the head and across the forehead. 

TREACHEROUS INDIAN SCOUTS. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, 8S. D., Jan. 2.—By 
orders of the commanding officer communi- 
cation over the wiretothe railroad towns is 
denied everybody except the officers. Gen. 
Miles yesterday senta telegram of warning 
to the settlers. Thereis not a little excite- 
ment cauSe.d by the reported treachery of the 
Indian scouts. ea are not at all to be de- 
ape upon.

SHOCKED T0 DEATH. 


The Awfal Fate of Lineman James 
Hanlon To-Day. 


A HORRIBLE SIGHT WITNESSED BY 
HUNDREDS OF PEOPLE, 


While at Work on the Wires on Olive 
Street Between Broadway and Fourth 
the Unfortunate Man Takes Hold of 
an Uninsulated Wire and After Being 
Burned Drops to the Street. __ 


James Hanlon, a Bell Telephone lineman, 
35 years of age, was shocked to death by an 
electric wire at noon to-day ona pole on the 
south side of Olive street, between Fourth 
streetand Broadway. As death came upon 
him he felltothe sidewalk forty feet below. 
This horrible sight was witnessed by more 
than one hundred persons on the streetor 
in the windows of the large office 
buildings in the neighborhood, but no one 
could be of any assistance. 

Hanlonj Wm. Renkel and W. D. Martin, all 
linemen, were out strengthening wire, 
and, were almost at the end of 
their trip when they reached the 
alley between Fourth street and Broadway 
on Olive street. At the mouth of this alley is 
the most dangerous pole in thecity, with 
perhaps the exception of thoseon Fourth and 
Olive and Fourth and Pine‘streets. It has the 
reputation of being deadly, and a look at it 


any one that it. would certainly not 


be desirable to be compelled to climb the 
pole. Allthe small wire companies, such as 
the telephones, messenger calls, fire alarm 
and telegraph wires are to be found on this 
one pole, and they occupy the upper half. In 
the middle, are the cables

very closely on this particular pole or in fact 
any pole downtown. Wires are strung with 
the utmost abandon and recklessness in some 
places on the pole and it was at one of these 
that Hanlon met his death, 

ON THE TOP OF THE POLE. 

Martin was at the top of the poleamong 
his company’s wires and Hanlon was midway 
between the topand bottom of the space ac- 
cupied by the ‘wires, looking after the cables 
ofthe company. These cables are lengths of 
lead piping containing 100 or more 
wires around which is an_ insulating 
composition, and they are hung ona heavy 
‘‘supporting’’ wire with clasps every few 
feet. Hanlon had repaired all the Clasps and, 
itis thought, saw another one on the end of 
anarm about four feet from the pole which 
was becoming loose, and he started forit. 1t 
is a common practice of linemen tocatch hold 
of the arm of pole with their hands 
and walk on the héavier wires while moving 
about. The insulation of these heavier wires 
prevents the current passing from them into 
the shoes of the linemen, but even should the 
insulation be worn off no evil results will fol- 
low if the ineman does not touch some other 
bare wire and thus form a Clr- 
cuit with his ody. Hanlon 
who was one of the oldest linemen in the city 


that point but not

The wire was bare, and when Hanlon placed 
his boot — itthe current rushed A 
him into the supporting cable wire he had in 
his hand. Instantly blue flamesa foot lon 
leaped from his hand and foot, and clouds o 
smoke caused by the burning of his rubber 
gloves, his boot and flesh, and atiracted the 
attention of the people passing at the time, 
A shout was raised by several and several 
persons called upon Martin on top of the pole 
to rescue the man below him. The wires 
were in such a tangled state Martin could not 
get down rapidly, and in the mean- 
time Hanlon, paralyzed by 
rent and unable to move, 
in agony,and did not utter a sound. 
flames continued to issue from the points of 
contact, and the clouds of smoke from the 
burning flesh were growing in volume. The 
officers of the Madison Car Co., whose office 
window was on a level with Hanlon, raised 
the window and tried to reach him, but could 
not. They stood there helpless, watching the 
wire burn through the suffering man’s hand 
and foot. 

DROPPED TO THE STREET. 

Martin had by this time reached the arm on 
which Hanlon leaned, and was bracing him- 
self for a powerful lift whem Hanlon, 
who had been swaying to and “fro 
each second, let go his hold, tumbled 
backward, and after a brief stop on the 
heavy wires below him dropped head first on 
the corner of the curb. The skull was mashed 
flat .aand the brains were scattered over an 
area of four or five feet on the sidewalk, Offi- 
cer Laber, who walks the beat, had seen the 
accident from the beginning, and at the 
sight of the blue flames had sent a message 
for the patrol wagon. Itarrived soon after 
Hanlon fell, and the body was carriedto the 
Morgue. On examination it was found that 
the current had burned through the boot and 

into the foot, and had burned 
b of his tleft hand  ~=s50 
badly it broke. off while 
the body,was being moved. The body was 
black and blue all over and the features of 
the face distorted, but of all semblance to 
the man whenalive. It was said by those 
who saw Hanlon just as he fell that he was 
dead before he reached the ground and that 
it was only the muscular contraction of the 
hand in the agony of death -that sustained 
his weight. is foot was resting lightiy on 
the wire from which the current was escaping 
and the whole weight of the body was on the 
hand until the thumb burned almost through 
gave way and the body gS The shouts 
for help drew a crowd in a few minutes which 
blocked the streets and every ‘window in the 
surrounding office buildings contained a wit- 
ness to the terrible death and fall. 
A HORRIBLE SIGHT.

FOR LOWER WAGES, TOO. 


The Reason the Illinois Steel Co.’s Works 
Shut Down. . 

Cutcaco, MTll., Jan. 2.—Officials of the 
Illinois Steel Co. claim that no special signifi- 
cance attaches to the shutting down of the 
rolling milis at South Chicago, which took 


place last Wednesday. They say that they / 


shut down every winter for repairs and to ad- | 
just matters for the next season. The official 
who gave this information added: 
‘‘Wearetryingto settle a scale of wages 
with the men for the coming year and want 


with the men for ten or fifteen days in regard 


to the wages, and I can’t tell how long it will 
be-before we arrange the entire scale.”’ 

‘*‘Does the company intend to reduce the 
wages of the men?’’ was asked. 

‘*We shall be obliged to make some reduc- 
tion. The mills in the East have reduced 
wages and we have to meet that difference. 
The men must accepta reduction of wages or 
we can’t run.’’ 

‘*Has the shutting down at this particular 
time, while the negotiations are pending, 
anything at all to do with the question?’’ 

‘*‘Nothing whatever. We hadtoshut down 
for the reason I have stated and in accordance 
with our custom in the past.’’ 


The Edgar Thompson Strike. 


NEw YORK, Jan. 2.—Regarding the reported 
strike of Hungarians who are employed at the 
Edgar Thomson Iron Works, at Pittsburg, 
Andrew Carnegie made the following state- 
ment yesterday: 

‘‘A few top fillers at the Edgar Thomson 


blast furnaces made a demand day before yes- 
terday for eight hours work and a 10 per cent. 
advance in wages and they threatened that 
unless the firm complied immediately they 
would quit the furnaces on Jan. 1. These 
men were under a standing scale of wages and 
by the agreement are bound to continue 
upon the present scale until Jan. 1, next, 
not having given the firm notice by 
Oct. 1, last, of their desire fora change. The 
firm promptly declined to yield to threats 
and will not under any circumstances. Only 
afew men are concerned in the movement 
and hundreds will be ready to take their 

laces. Asis well known the iron and steel 
ndustries are depressed. Bessemer pig iron 
isTower than ever it has been in Pittsburg. 
The Scranton Steel Rail Mills, the Pull- 
man Co. and the Pottsville, Pa., iron 
works have all reduced the wages of 
their men 10 percent. The Edgar Thomson 
company has made no reduction and intended 
to go through the year at the old rates... Itis, 
however, not possible for it to advance wages 
when its competitors are reducing them. It 
is not believed that the trouble will be serious, 
as the vast majority of the men are entirely 
satisfied and have given support tothe special 
class now objecting. The total number now 
out does not exc fifty men.’’

ST. LOUISANS TO BUILD A TOWN ON THE 
MERAMEC. 


A Place Which Will Be a Great Resort 
_for the People—Water-Works, a. 
Hotel, a Club-House and Boat Houses. 

to Be Built. | | 


A year from now St. Louis will have a first- 
classstimmer resort. A company has been 
organized and is already at work laying out 
roads and walks and preparing for the erec- 
tion of a number of buildings, which promise 
to be unusually attractive. The company is 
composed of Dr. H. Tuholske, Mr. Marcus 
Bernheimer and Mr, 8. M. Lederer, and their 
purpose is to bulldup a village which shall 
be equipped with the modern conveniences 
and be in _ “itself a complete and 
perfect little town, The property 
of the company is about four hundred acres 
in extent. It is situated on the Meramec 
Highlands on a bend in the river at the point 
where the Meramec approaches nearest to 
St. Louis. There are four hills about 300 feet 
from the river bank, bluffs with asheer wall 
onthe river side, and these hills will be the 
residence sites. Until recently the whole 
property was an immense and dense wood, 
but Mr. M. G. Kern, wholaid out Forest and 
Lafayette Parks, is now at work cutting 
roadways and walk ways which will be paved 
with a natural gravel pavement that is found 
there. Vistas are,being cut through the 
woods looking towffds the river and develop- 
ing the most beautiful scenery. 

A GREAT SITE. 

Mr. Lederer, the Secretary of the company, 
said to-day: ‘‘I am waiting very anxiously 
to get the place in shape for people to see it, 
for when they do I know they will be as much 
surprised asI wasto find that there is such 
scenery sonear St. Louis. There isa stretch 
ofamile anda half of river which is as 
straight as a line, and from 
the top of the bluffs | you 
can see, on a clear day, a 


distance of 40or50 miles. The bluffs are 450 
feet higher than the city directrix, and there 
is a sheer fall down tothe Meramec of 270 to 
290 feet. We propose to build hotels, boat- 
houses, bathing-houses, an electric plant and 
water-works, and make the village more 
complete in conveniences than this city Is. 
We will have about five miles of roads and 
walks paved as well as those of Forest Park. 
There is one place on the property 
which is admirably suited for 
a lake and weintendto make a lake of it. 
When our engineers examined it they wn 
san 
and gravel which would have to be removed 
that would make streets for all St. Louis, and 
we will make our streets of it. When the ex- | 
cavating is done we will have a lake of about 
eleven acres in extent, which we propose to 
stock with the finest varieties of fish. 

FURNISH WATER TO OTHER SUBURBS. 

‘*The water-works we intended to construct 
only forour own village, but some of the 
suburban residents wanted to get water from 
us, SO we concluded that if the residents of 
the other towns between Meramec Highlands 
and the city limits would join with us we 
would put up works which would supply them 
all. Wewilll run mains to the various towns 
and from the mains run water pipes into the 
houses just as they are in the on: 

‘“*Our principal idea in all the improve- 
ments is beauty. The scenery there is 
capable of unlimited development and 
nothing will be putin which will not add to 
the beauty of the place. The ’Frisco runs 
through the center of the property, and the 
contracts are already partly let for a beauti- 
ful stone depot. The water tower will be an 
ornament, and the hotels and cottages 
will be as retty as an architect 
can make them. Weare not decided whether- 
we will put uponeor twohotels. Probably 
there will be two, occupying the tops of two 
On.one 
hill we will build a club house for the 
St. Louls and: University Chub mem: 
bers and: the other hill will be de- 
voted to private residences. Only 150 acres 
will be used for residence purposes and the 
other 250 acres will be made into a park ,orna- 
mented with walks and drives, evergreens, 
fountains, everything that will make the 
place pretty. The park will be for the com- 
mon use of all the residents, so that everyone 
who lives there will practically have a coun- 
ay home of 250 acres besides the residence 
ot. 


A COURSE FOR REGATTAS. 

‘*‘We propose to build a handsome boat 
house, too, Thereis one.there now, but it is 
a ram-shackle old building whichis not suit- 
ed to our purposes. We will have a fine one, 
and with a mile and a half straight-away 
course I think we can get some first-class re- 
gattas there. There will bea bathing house, 
with a flat bottom, floating in the river,where 
the water, even when it is low, always flows 
swifty enough to be pleasant for swimming. 

‘‘One of the chief charms about the loca- 
cation is thatitisaway above the mosquito 
and malaria line, and those who are accus- 
tomed to be lulled to sleep by the music of 
the mosquito will have to ve gd that pleas- 
ure there. Thereis a mineral spring on the 
property, which furnishes an abundant sup- 
ply of splendid water. We have had analyasis 


as one can get anywhere. The whole place 
seems to be blessed by nature, and it is 
half made already. The only thing we have 
to do is to make our roads through a forest of 
beautiful trees and scoop out the lake and we 
are ready to build. The villiage will not De 
apened before the spring of 1892, 1 am sorry 
to say, for I would like to move out there next 
summer myself. With boating clubs,bathing, 
the St. Louis and University Clubs, the lake 
fishing and miles of beautiful drives, I think 
we will have a resort that will suit the people 
of St. Louis better then those a thousand 
miles away. They needn't gO 
North for it is always 8 
degrees cooler at Meramec Heights than it is 
in St. Louis, so that we have there practically 
a northern climate. My only wonder is that 
no one has ever established an attractive re- 
sort near St. Louis before. That county is 
full of places that might, like ours, be made 
as beautiful as any placeinthe world. The 

eople of this city don’t know, haven’t the 

atntest idea, of what grand and gorgeous 
scenery there is right here in St.Louts County, 
but I believe we got the pick of it when we 
selected Meramec Heights.

STRONGER FEELING MANIFESTED. 


o 


The Opening of the New Year Believed to 
Be Favorable to an Advance—Stocks 
Inactive, but Prices Showingan Up- 
ward Tendency. 


New YorK, Jan. 2.—The new year opened 
on Wall street with comparatively light 
trading, but a perceptibly stronger feeling 
was manifested in financial circles than has 
existed for some time past. The close of the 
Pyear was not characterized by nearly as 
many failures of commercial houses as had 
been feared, andthe pressure on the banks 
was therefore lighter than had been pro- 
vided for. That there {fs stilla pressure, and 
one of no small proportions, is very mani- 
fest,and itis also well known that there are 
a most unusual number of unsettled ac- 
counts, but the number of failures.has been 
much smaller than was anticipated. 

AIDING EACH OTHER. 

The stronger houses have not pressed their 
debtors for payment when said pressure 
would have resulted in precipitating a fail- 
ure, and there has been a general agreement 
that those unable to meet their obligations 
should be leniently dealt with. In nearly all 
cases the firms that are unable to meet their 
paper require only an easier moving market 
toenable themto pay their obligations, as 
business has been unusually prosperous 
during the past three months, and the 
embarrassed houses are only in this condition 
because of their inability:to obtaid the ordl- 
nary ativances on perfectly good security. 
The manufacturers in particular are carrying 


their customers and each other, and the 
banks have extended paper with the greatest 
epeceg me although they have made gs few 
new loans as possible. 

THE RENEWAL SYSTEM. 

The liberal system of renewals, which was 
inaugurated about ten days ago, has proved 
highly beneficial and has resulted in little de- 
pletion of banking funds. Had the policy of 
calling in bonds been continued, while more 
money would have gone into the banks 
than under the renewal system, 
much more would have gone out tosupply the 
needs of commercial men, whose creditors 
pressed for paymenht by the banks, would 
tds been obliged to obtain the money from 

1em. 
larger firms to come tothe aid of the smaller 
concerns, and has prevented the numerous 
failures that would unquestionably have oc- 
curred had the general liquidation that 
at one time seemed probable been in- 
sisted upon. The financial stringency is 
not yet over, but the worst part 
of what has been called the danger zone, the 
period immediately preceding and immedi- 
ately succeeding the elose of the year has 
been passed without disaster. 

A BETTER TONE PREVALENT 

This fact has given confidence to holders of 
stocks, and prevented the bear raid which 
was on the books for the new year. There 
have been scarcely any forced sales of stock, 
and this with the general refusal of holders 
to lend stocks has 


still high, being between 344 and 4 per cent 
there is no likelihood that the bank rate will 
be advanced. The money market in this city 
will not be easy untilabout the middle of the 
month, when the cash paid out for interest 
and annual dividends will find its way back to 
the banks. Until money is easy ho great re- 
vival in the stock market is looked for, but 
when time money can readily be obtained a 
strong bull movement is predicted. 

A FEATURELESS MARKET. 

First prices were almost alllowerand the 
losses from Wednesday’s final figures ex- 
tended to % per cent. These concessions were 
followed by further declines in -all the active 
stocks, although the business done was quite 
limited and outside of the usv¥al half dozen 
stocks little animation was shown. Loulis- 
ville & Nashville was again the leatler of 
the downward movement, scoring a loss from 
Wednesday’s price of 1% percent, The oth- 
ers, among which Lackawanna was most 
prominent, lost fractionalamounts. The list 
developed a better tone later in the hour, but 
there was no material improvement in prices 
and at 11 o’clock the market was very dull an 
barely steady at a shade better than the low- 
est prices.

THE sI0UX REVOLT. 


The country will not fail to note several 
strange features distinguishing the Sioux 
revolt from former outbreaks of tribes on 
reservations. 

It was the belief of the people of the 
United States that they were paying liber- 
ally for the support of these Indians; that 
the Government was not only issuing 
abundant rations to them, but building 
houses and supplying stock and farm im- 
plements to such of them ascould bein 
this way encouraged and aided to become 
self-supporting. 

As the summer had passed without any 
outbreak there was no thought that they 
would desert their rations and reservations, 
goon the war-path in mid-winter in the 
land of blizzards, and court extermination 
at the hands of soldiers whose ability to 
exterminate them they well knew. 

But some of the bands have done these 
very things. It is evident that Bia Foor’s 
warriors courted extermination when they 
surrendered to CUSTER’s old regiment, and 
made their own slaughter inevitable by re- 
serving their fire till they were surrounded 
by a largely superior force. They seemed 
to have no wish but to kill as many as pos- 
sible of their old foesand todie killing 
them. 

The explanation of this desperation and 
the cause of all the resulting human 
slaughter and suffering are found in the 
apparently well supported statements of 
the Indians that hundreds of them had 
starved to death on the reservations, and 
that death on the war-path was less terri- 
ble to them than the fate which seemed to 
await them and their squaws and chil- 
dren on the reservation. 

Their own statements on this point have 
been corroborated by Gen. MILEs and 
other army officers. The incompetency of 
new Indian agents appointed to pay polit- 
ical campaign debts, and the rg 
operations of the Indian Bureau rings, ac- 
count for the starvation, and the spoils 
system comes in for a large share of the re- 
sponsibility for all the blood that, has been 
shed, or is yet to flow in the necessary ef- 
fortsto suppress this Sioux revolt by mil- 
itary means.

WHERE BLAINE LOST HIS GRIP. 

When we assumed and exercised the 
right to search British sealers in Behring 
Sea at any distance from land and to seize 
them and their ca¥oes, if any sealskins 
were found on board, we did what we 
could justify only upon the ground that all 
those waters are a mare clausum., We thus 
compelled Great Britain either to admit 
our right to make such capture or to deny 
it at the very outset of the negotiation and 
to present the claims of her sealers for 
damages and insist that the United States 
Government must either confess judgment 
or submit the question of those claims to 
arbitration. 

But we failed to meet this demand either 
with distinct assertion of our right to make 
such captures or with a frank surrender of 
it and an offer to arbitrate the amount of 
damages. Here was.a high question of in- 
ternational law and of our right to makea 
closed sea of a vast section of the Pacific 
Ocean—a question raised and pushed to the 
front ahead of all other matters in that 
connection by our own aggressive acts. 

It was not to be expected that an old 
diplomat like Lord SALISBURY would per- 
mit us to parry, evade or postpone such a 
question, while we were urging him to 
enter into a new arrangement for the pro- 
tection of seals at sea on the supposition 
that they might be coming from or going 
to our islands. While he contended that 
the freedom of the sea, as long established 
by public law and recognized by all na- 
tions, had been denied by us to British 
ships, it was notto be expected that he 
would give precedence to the question of a 
new agreement to secure the freedom of 
seals from capture when supposed to be 
going to or returning from our island 
rookeries.

In spite of the extradition treaty which 
last March closed Cahada asa safe asylum 
for embezzlers, the record of embezzle- 
ments for 1890 foots up $8,565,956, an aggre- 
gate exceeded only by 1884, when the 
amount was over $22,000,000.

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—A well dressed man 
4hrew a brand new $2 billofthe latest series 
of Treasury notes upon the sill of the box 
office window atthe Broadway Theater last 
night and asked for an orchestra seat. 

‘‘All right, sir,’’ said Treasurer Fletcher 
cheerily, and he passed out a ticket and 
straightened out the crisp greenback prepara- 


tory to giving change, just as a bank teller 
handles bills. He held the narrower ends of 
the billin his hands and gave it a little snap. 
The bill ripped right in half inthe middle. 

‘*Well, by Jove.’’ exclaimed the purchaser 
of the seat, ‘‘that’s odd. I never saw a 
greenback break like that before.’’ 

‘*Oonfound it!’’ retorted Mr. Fletcher in a 
nettled tone, ‘‘there is not anything odd 
aboutitatall. It happens ten times a day to 
me. The new bills are really the rottenest 
thatthe Government has ever put intocir- 
culation.’’ 

Manager Sanger backed his treasurer up 
directly about the quality of the new bills. 

‘‘What’s the matter with them, anyhow?’’ 
Mr. Fietcher was asked. He replied: 

‘*Perhaps the only decent one is the $10- bill. 
The ones, twos and fives seem to be literally 
rotten asfaras the paper in them 1s con- 
cerned. They crackin the middle and tear 
so easy that it is almost impossible not to 
mutilate them when countingthem,. The $i0- 
bill is the only onethat seems to have any 
durable quality of paper inthem. When the 
new bills get soiled they are the dirtiest 
things inthe money world. The paper cuts 
off and clings to the eee just 
like the fuzz of blotting-pa and 
[have seen new bills that were Alling to 
pieces. Another thing about the bills is that 
they resemble each other so closely that it is 
a continual mental strain to keep track of 
their denomination as they come into the 
window. The bills of other issues could be 
identified immediately by any one used to 
handling them, just by the different design oi 
the face and pack, even when folded, without 
the numerals bein exposed.’’ 

Treasurer Fletcher’s criticism is oply a 
sample of the popular disfavor “with 
which the new bills have been 
received in the metropolis. Hotel - 
keepers, restaurant men and the 
saloons all object tothe poor quality of the 
paper, and especially to.its brittleness and 
the ease with which it catches dirt and wears 
out. There is a popular demand forthe name 
of thecontractor who makes the paper, and 
those who claim to be experts in engraying 
assert that no series ever issued from the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing can be so 
easily counterfeited as these new bills.

CARRADINE'S CRUSADE. 


INTEREST UNABATED IN THE STAND 
TAKEN BY CENTENARY’S PA STOR. 


A Couple of Letters on the Question of 
Whether Fraternal Societies Are a So- 
cial Curseas the Preacher Asserted— 
General Religious News. 


Centenary Church will probably be crowded 
next Sunday morning as it has never been 
heretofore, not even during the revival meet- 
ings of Hammond or Moody or Sam Jones or 
the Boy Preacher. Dr. Caradine has an- 
nounced that onthat morning he will prove 
the assertion he made from his pulpit a couple 
of weeks ago that secret societies are an 
abomination in the eyes of the Lord and there 
are thousands of people in St. Louis desirous 
of hearing the phillipic. Centenary is one of | 
the oldest churches of the Southern Method- 
ist denomination in the city and for years 1- 
has been a stronghold of Masonry. A major- 
ity of the male members are Masons, as are 
also a majority of the church trustees, 
Mr. Deems and Mr. Austin being two 
of the leading members of the Masonic 
orderin st. Louis. Centenary Church has 
been chosen more than any other for the 
special services held by the Knights Templar 
on St. John’s day every year, and time and 
again havethe Knights marched into that 
church after parading the streets, and been 
addressed from the pulpit by the pastor of 
the church. This, however, was before Dr. 
Caradine’s day., and things, it seems, have 
changed since then. The Masonic pillars of 
the church are waiting almost breathlessly, 
as it were, to hear what their pa-.tor has to 
say against their cherished society, and it 
seems now very probable that there will be a 
number of resignations from the church mem- 
bership before another week passes by. 

The agitation is not confinedtothe male 
members of the church alone, as will be seen 
from ‘‘Mary’s’’ letter below. She takes the 
part of the Masons in the controversy, while 
alady member of another church comes to 
the defense of Dr. Caradine as follows:

I said as much to 
an Episcopal minister who wasa member 
alsoand he agreed with me and said he did 
not attend often. Another minister wie pes | 
of one of the leading orders of the world sai 
the trouble was that too many members made 
it theirchurch and professed to be satisfied 
that the good work of their order was the ex- 
tent of their well-doing, and he said it was 
a good enough church forthem. One of the 
leading lawyers of St. Louis (now dead) once 
remarked to me that he and his family were 
comparative strangers, as he only met his 
children occasionally at meals. He said that 
he was out every night attending some soc!i- 
ety meeting. However, he left quite a sum 
of money to his family by reason of his ex- 
tensive membership. Youare certainly right 
in the position you have taken. It may not 
be popular; neither was the position taken 
by our Lord J esus Christ popular at the time; 
so He suffered. Itiscertainly your duty to 
protect and foster the church. Thatis what 
ou are here for. The lodge, the theater, the 
allroom and the card party are in effect wean- 
ers from the ‘‘main issue,’’ the church and 
its work, and any minister that does not dis- 
courage and try to stop the leak that is sap- 
ping the foundation on which he stands is 
not taking care of No. bean ae: a 
he goes sO far as to favor i 
by keeping quiet, ‘‘being lhiberal,’’ he dor’ . 
very foolish thing from a church standpoint. 
or even a business standpoint, for every min- 
ister must know that he*cannot look to the 
adherents of these outside diversions for his 
best church workers. The writer knows of 
churches in this city so liberal that the pray- 
er-meeting is well-nigh abolished. Again, 
the writer cannot see any good reason for 
church members being unusually disturbed 
because they are admonished from the pulpit.

FIRE AT THE HOUSE OF REFUGE. 


The Engine Room Burned and Considera- 
ble Excitement Created.

SAMUEL BANKS ADMITS HAVING FIRED 
A STABLE. 


The True Origin of the Fire in the ‘Rear 
of the Junk Shop at 1220 North Ninth 
Street New Year’s Eve Made Known 
at Last. 


Warrants for arson in the third degree were 
issued by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Estep at the Four @ourts this morning against 
Samuel Banks. B. Weisemann and Charles 
Finklestein, Allofthe defendants are Rus- 
sian Jews living in the colony in the Third 
District. 

On New Year’s Eve shortly before 12 o’clock 
fire was discovered in the stable in the rear of 
the junk shop run by Sam Banks and Charles 
Finklestein at 1220 North Ninth street. An 
alarm was sent.in from box 13, but before the 
arrival of the department the flames had 
gained great headway and communicated to 
the stable adjoining. Four horses belonging 
to Banks & Finklestein and three horses be- 
longing toa dealer named Louis Goldstein, 
which were in the adjoining shed, were con- 
sumed. 

Goldstein’s suspicions were aroused by the 
peculiar actions of Sam Banks. Accordingly 
he, yesterday afternoon, approached Banks 
in his shop andaccused him point blank of 
setting fire to the stable for the pur- 
pose of securing the insurance. 
Banks emphatically denied his guilt, but was 
so closely questioned by Goldstein that 
after a few minutes he broke down 
and confessed his complicity in the 
affair. To Goldstein he told that another 


junk dealer named B. Welsemann had fired 
the place, but on further gre nee admit- 
ted that he had induced his friend to do the 
work, pay ying him $50 for his services. He 
also insisted that his partner, Charles Finkle- 
stein, was cognizant of the scheme and had 
abetted it from the start. 
IMPLORED MERCY. 

Goldstein at once threatened prosecution 
andthe miserable Banks fell on hig knees to 
implore for mercy. He even went so faras 
to attempt to bribe Goldstein to silence, 
offering him $100 if he would not inform the 
authorities. Goldstein, in order that the man 
might not take alarm and seek safety in 
flight, | ony dees to consider the fhe ng a 
and left the shop agreeing to meet Banks that 
evening. Hekept his promise. With De-

The 
latter emphatically protested his innocence 
and even when confronted by Banks persisted 
that he knew nothing whatever of the mat- 
ter. Finklestein could not be found. It is 
more than probable that he in some by got

DEMPSEY AND FITZSIMMONS. 

Jack Dempsey is fortunate in his friends, 
writes Macon. Few men have stancher or 
more devoted ones,and one of the best of 
them, Capt. Gus Tuthiil, will start for the 
South ina few days to take charge of the 


Nonpareil’s interests, especially his financial 
ones, in his rapidly approaching match with 
Bob Fitzsimmons before the Olympic Club of 
New Orleans. Jack’s friends fear some trick - 
ery on the part of Jimmy Carro)l, and to 
frustrate it they intend to see that he and 
his principal, Fitzsimmons, live up to the 
strict letter of te articleso agreement..Jere 
Dunn says that Carroll ‘‘isas full of White- 
chapel cunning as an eggis of meat, and the 
only way to circumvent him isto think of all 
the tricks capable of being practiced under 
the circumstances and be ready with the 
means of checkmating and preventing their 
execution.’’ 

Tuthill says: ‘*The match is made, the men 
to fight at 154 pounds, to weigh five minutes 
before entering the ring, and the,man above 
weight to forfeit $1,000. I donot intend to be 
content with any forfeit, however. If Fitzsim- 
mons weighs in but six ounces heavierthan he 
should be I shall not only exact the forfeit, 
but I shail insist that he’shall work off his 
overweight before he goesintothe ring. He 
mustdo this or there will be no fight. He has 
the natural advantages of height and reach 
over Dempsey, and the agreed upon one of 
big gloves. He shall not have an ounce of 
weight. What would the Southern people 
think if two men were to agree to fight a duel 
with raplers, and one of the men 
should, at the time of meeting, ask to 
be permitted to fight with a § sabre? 
Jack’s best weight is 147 pounds, and it is not 
probable that he will be any heavier when he 
steps onthe scales at the ringside. In the 
olden days he would be thought foolhardy to 

ive half a stone in weight, but thatis what 

e is doing in'this match, and I don’t intend 
that he shall give any more. If Fitz- 
simmons comes to the scales any heav- 
ler than he should it will mean either 
that he could not get to weight or that 
he is willing to forfeit $1,000 in the hope that 
Dempsey can be bluffed or jollied into letting 
it go, andthus give himits advantage in the 
fight. He has had fair warning, and if he 
goes tothe club-room unpreparedto fight, 
epg to the articles of agreement, he 
will be the one who will cause the delay or 
disappointment. I wantthe people, and es- 
pecially the people of New Orleans to under- 
stand this matter thoroughly.’’ 

Though Capt. Tuthill wisely intends to hold 
Carroll and Fitzsimmons strictly to the letter 
of the law, he has full faithin Dempsey’s 
ability to defeat the Australian, and he will go 
South with plenty of money to back his opin- 
ion. If the fight was to.be with skin gloves I 
think Dempsey’s partisans would be willing 
to bet5to4on his winning, despite Fitzsim- 
mons’ height and reach, but it cannot be de- 
nied that -many of his warmest admirers 
shake their heads a when they think 
that the contest will be* with five-ounce 
gloves. One of them remarked yesterday: 
**It was the five-ounce gloves that played 
hob with Jack when he last fought the Ma- 
rine. Had they worn skin Se Dempsey 
would have cut him intoribbons, and you 
never would have heard of any pivot blow, 
but I don’t like these muffiers.’’ Jack’s 
friends sincerely hope that whoever is 
agreed on as referee will be not only 
an honest and fair man, but one intimately 
acquainted with the rulesof glove penting, so 
that his decisions will be just and uniform 
throughout. Nodoubt the Olympic Club has 
thought this matter over thoroughly, and 
that none but a capable man will be selected. 
The Californians who are to take the fight in 
will do so under peculiar favorable terms. 
The cost of the excursion from San Feancisco, 
including the admission to the fight, will only 
be $100.

ZIMMERMAN REINSTATED. 


Chairman Davol of the League of American 
Wheelmen’s racing board has, after a thor- 
ough investigation into the record of Arthur 
A. Zimmermen of the New Jersey Athletic 
Club, from which he was suspended with 


Willie W. Windle, charged with receiving his 
training expenses while at Peoria, has con- 
cluded that he was, at least, alittle hasty in 
his suspension of Zimmerman and. has rein- 
stated him. The reinstatement of the New 
Jersey rider has set the other men wondering 
whether any more will be taken back into 
the fold. From conversations with promi- 
nent bicycle men it would appear that the 
hopes thatyghave ‘been raised by the men 
charged with like offenses need not be raised 
by this one reinstatement, as they will not be 
dealt with as leniently as Zimmerman. Mr. 
Davol informed a New York Sun reporter that 
he was certain, after communicating with 
Secretary Sullivan ofthe Amateur Athletic 
Union, who isa memberof the New Jersey 
Athletic Club, that the latter club had not 
paid any of Zimmerman’s expenses while 
training. Theconnection of his name with 
the selling of the Washington race was en- 
tirely unauthorized by the Jersey rider, as he 
was entirely ignorant, much less guilty of 
acceding to a request to _ sell the 
race. The reinstatement of Zimmer- 
man was not caused by the prominent athletic 
people, as Many may imagine; the eel- 
men’s Racing Board found that their charges 
against this man werea Dit premature, and 
so rescinded them. There are strong proba- 
bilities thata few more men may be rein- 
stated, buts« large number will receive the 
full penalty. |
